Decree Granted After a Hear- 
ing That Lasted Ten 
Minutes. 


GRANTED IN CLAYTON 

Only Twelve Days Elapsed 

After Case Was Taken Out 
of St. Louis\Court,

Twelve days after the transference of. 
her case from the St. Louis Circuit 
Court Clayton Mrs. Celeste 
Clarke obtained a «li- 
vorce afternoon from 
Samuel A. son of the 
late William H. Thompson. The sult 
was originally filed in St. Louis Dec. 3% 


last. 

Judgé McElhinney, who handed dawn 
the Miecree after a hearing lasting 10 
minutes, awarded - Mrs. Thompson ali- 
mony in the sume of $600 a month, He- 
petition stated that Thompson, who is 
the- -head of the William H. Thompscn 
Investment Co., had an income ¢exceed- 
ing $30,000 a year. 

Decree Granted in Ten Minutes. 

At 1:0 p. m. Thursday Mrs. Thomp- 
son, her mother, Mrs. Mary Clarke, a 
friend, Mrs. Mary R. Stone, and her 
lawyer, George L. Edwards, with 
Thompson’s counsel, Morton Jourdan, 
entered the courtroom at Clayton. At 
1:30 the decree was signed and _the 
party left. 

A large fur hat covered Mrs. Thomp- 
son's head as_she gave her brief. testi- 
imony. She told of only one incident 
as a, ground for divorce, but added that 
there were ‘‘other causes,’”> which sat 
did not detail. 

“On Dec. 14, 1908,’ said Mrs. Thomp- 
son] Naming the day cited in the divorce 
petRion as the date of thé séparation/ 
“Mi. Thompson gave way to a fit of an- 
ger in our apartments at the Washing- 
tor Hotel, and Smashed several articles 
of ‘bric-a-brac.

Mrs. Thompson's petition, filed a little 
more than a year after the separation, 
stdted that her husband, during the 
year, had not contributed to her sup- 
poft. She asked no fixed sum of all- 
m@gny, but requested that the Court 
award such alimony as seemed suitxhle. 
In addition, she asked for the costs of 
the suit, which were granted. 

The change of venue from the St. 
Louis Circuit Court to Clayton was 
agreed on by the lawyers for Mrs. 
Thompson and her husband. 

Thompson Not tin Court, 

Thompson did not appear in court at 
any time, and his lawyer offered no 
crossbill or other proceeding calculated 
to delay the case. The practice of ques- 
tioning plaintiffs clogely in uncontested 
divorce cases, adopted in several divi- 
sions of the City Circuit Court, has not 
been adopted in the county, and di- 
vorces have lately been obtained there 
with more expedition and less embar- 
rassment than in the city. 

Mrs. Thompson’s two witnesses, her 
mother and Mrs. Stone, supported her 
Statement that she had always treated 
her husband with the rrenten: kindness 
and consideration. 

Walter B. Battle of 18 Washington ter- 
race, another witness, testified that he 
had known Mrs. Thompsen 14 years, and 
that her conduct had at all times been 
of the best.

Jo POUNDS Whit 





Only Takes a Twentieth of a 
Grain of Morphine 
“at Night. 


Mrs. Dora Doxey, weighing 35 pounds 
more than when she entered the St. 
Louis‘Jail, and with her health, then 
shattered, seemingly restored, told her 
“second mother,” Mrs. Casper Wolf, 
wife of the Jailer, Thursday, how giad 
she was to have been cured of the mor- 
phine habit. 

From requiring daily a.quantity of 
morphine which would kilk a person 
unused to the drug, Mrs. Doxey has 
now been brought to the point’ where 
she gets along with one-twentieth of 
@ grain, administered at bedtime, 

“T never wanted to take it,’’ said Mrs: 
Doxey to Mrs. Wolf, “but my husband, 
after I was hurt in a runaway accident, 
told me it was necessary.”’ 

Dr. Loren B. Doxey, who is jointly 
accused with his,wife of the murder of 
William J, Erder, seems not to b 
pleased by hig wife’s restoration to 
health. In a note’ which he wrote her, 
delivered by jail attendants Thursday, 
he advised her not to tet newspaper 
accounts of her improved condition de- 
ceive her. 

“You are a wreck,” he wrote to her, 
referring to her appearance in Judge 
MeQuillin’s Court, where he saw her 
three days ago. “Your features were 
drawn, so that you looked pathetic, 


and you had’ te drag yourself across 
the floor. You could hardly walk. f 
could see you from the cage where I 


was.” 
Wife Gets Advice. 
Mrs. Wolf and others advised Mrs. 
Doxey to pay no attention to her hus- 
band’s words, and several expressed in- 
dignation that the husband should, 
seemingly, seek to discourage the wife 
in her effort to regain her youth and 
health. 
The commefit was made that “sug- 
gestion” of the sort contained in the let- 
ter might have the effect of lowering 
her returning vitality and driving her 
again to crave drugs. 
. Doxey, in.the presence of some. of tHe 
jail guards Thursday, took out his false 
upper teeth. The change in his appear- 
ance was startling, and occasioned 
varying comment among the guards. 
Like’s Jailer’s Wife. 
Mrs. Doxey, at first shunned by the 
jail attendants, because of the unusual 
character of the charge against her, 
has won their good will by her gratitude 
for the atéentions shown her, and by 
the desire she has shown to help Mrs. 
Wolf, for whom she shows great affec- 
tion. 
Doxey, not so long in jail as his wife, 
has won no such Popularity, and is 
shunned by those who might be his as- 
sociates. 
Mrs. Doxey, who seemed a middle- 
aged woman when she reached the jail, 
has now regained the appearance shown 
in photegraphs taken of her as a young 
wife. She looks: not a day older than 
the 29 years she acknowledges.

CHICAGO, Jan. 2.—The decapitated 
and mutilated body of a woman, iden- 
tified as that of Anna Furlong, was 
found in a room in a resort in West 
Seventeenth: street today. The head was 
missing and the police believe it was 
carried away by the murderer in an 
attempt to conceal the woman's iden- 
tity. 

The woman evidently made a terrifie 
struggle for life, as the,room was found 
in great, disorder, chairs, tables and 
other articles being thrown about. 

The b was clad in a nightgown, 

which was cut and torn in several 
places. The police think the woman had 
been dead for several hours. The body 
was disemboweled and parts of the hair 
and scalp were scattered about § the 
room: 
The body was identified as that of 
Anna Furlong and other inmates said 
she had lived there for several weeks. 
She was said to be about % years old. 
The police have been unable to learn 
anything about her relatives. 

Tillie Taylor, proprietor of the resort, 
Lilly Dale, an inmate, and Thomas 
Gildea, a porter, who found the boay, 
were taken into custody by the police. 

The murdered woman was also known 
as Jennie Cleghorn and is said to have 
been married and to have lived apart 
from her husband for several years, 
She is said to have come here from st.

regarded him as perhaps the strongest 
man in our faculty, and I‘had a pro- 
found -affection for him.’’ 

Although Prof. Vaughn was a stern 
and silent man, he was popular with 
his pupils. He took an interest in all 
that interested them—in their debates 
and athletics. For years he had invari- 
ably been,the custodian of funds ac- 
cruing trom the football and baseball 
games. He found many ways to help 
students. 

More than 700 students of the State 
Normal School attended Prof. Vaughn's 
funeral in Kirksville, and 25 members 
of the faculty accompanied the body 
to Monroe City for burial in St. Jude’s 
Cemetery.

FUGITIVE WHO SHOT AGENT

Wounds Man in Dark, Following

Joseph Fontana, wanted iri Chicago 
as a fugitive from justice, says fear of 

















‘the Black’ Hand Society caused him to 


seek protection here after he had shot 
one of the agents of the organization. 
Fontana, who.is 23 years old, says he 
is a cousin of John Fontana, former 
Speaker of the House of Delegates. He 
formerly conducted a grocery and meat 
market at 148 Orleans street, Chicago. 
He was arrested Wedfesday night at 90 
Franklin avenue, following the receipt 
of a-telegram from Chicago stating he 
is wanted there for assault to kill. 

“I do not know the name of the man 
I shot,”’ said Fontana in the holdover 
Thursday, “but I do know that he and 
three others tried to get into my house 
at 1:30 in the morning of July 21, 1908, 
“I had received three threatening let- 
ters from the Black Hand Society, the 
last stating that if I. did not turn over 
my business and savings to the organi- 
zation my wife and I would not live to 
see daylight of the following day. Ali 
that night I sat up with my revolver in 
my hand. At 1:30 a. m. my two dogs 
In the back yard began barking and I 
went to a window and saw the shadow 
of a man at the rear door of my store. 
I fired at him and he fell. 1 fired two 
more shots and he staggered to his feet 
and ran to the alley, where he was 
joined by three others. They picked him 
up as he fell again and carried him off. 
“The man was taken to a hospital and 
although he could give no excuse for 
being in my back yard at that hour of 
the morning the police obtained a war- 
rant charging me with assault to kill. I 
was released on bond and had no inten- 
tion of running away. f knew that 
when the case came to trial I would 
have no trouble in vindicating myself.”

. WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—By 4 vote of 


186 to 145, the House of Representatives 
today refused to allow the Democratic 
minority to select its members of the 
committee to investigate the Department 
of the Interior with reference to the 
Ballinger-Pinchot affair. 

The Democratic caucus selected James 
of Kentucky and Rainey of Illinois. 

Promptly after the House was called 
to order by Speaker Cannon, Chairman 
Dalzell offered a resolution from the 
committee on rules providing for an 
election by resolution of six members 
to represent the House on the joint 
committee to invéstigate the whole mat- 
ter underlying the controversy. 

Representative Currier, Chairman of 
the Republican caucus at once offered 
the names of McCall of Massachusetts: 
Olmstead, Pennsylvania; Denby, Michi- 
gan; Madison, Kansas; James, Ken- 
tucky, and Lioyd, Missouri, as members 
of the committee, all of them Republi- 
can caucus elections. 

Lloya Refuses to Serve. 

Insisting on recognition by the chair, 
Representative Lioyd announced that in 
the seelction of Democratic members of 
the committee, the choice of the Demo- 
cratic caucus should be respected. 
Messrs. James and Rainey having been 
selected by tne caucus for those places, 
he declared he could not serve on. the 
committee. 

After some parliamentary sparring 
Representative Clayton of Alabarna ob- 
tained the floor and made an impas- 
sioned plea for “fairness” in the con- 
duct of the House of Representatives. 

“We Democrats,’ said Mr. Clayton, 
concede to the Republican party the 
right to control this house, but we do 
not-céncede your right to dictate to the’ 
Democratic party how It°shall conduct 
its affairs.’’ 

Mr, ; Clayton's. declaration that the 
Democrats did not wish to control the 
action of the majority, brought forth 


laughter from the Republican side. Hig 


resolution to substitute Rainey for 
Lioyd was lost, 192 noes to 147 ayes, 
7 Paves Way fer Battle. 

Informal conferences early in the day 
between Democratic leaders in thé room 
of Minority Leader Champ Clark of Mis- 
sourl, and between Republican leaders 
in the room of Speaker Cannon, had 
paved the way for the battle on the 
House floor, made inevitable by the ac- 
tion of the Republican caucus last night 
in rejecting Mr. Rainey of Illinois as one 
of the minority members of the Investi- 
gating Committee. 

Although the Republicans retained 
Mr. James of Kentucky on the commit- 
tee, the turning down of Mr. Rainey 
was condemned by the minority as hos- 
tile to the principle that the Democrats 
should not be interfered with in their 
selection. 

McCall asked to be excused from 
serving on the committee on the ground 
that he had interests in mining proper- 
ties, while Mr. McCall was speaking 
Mrs. Taft, accompanied by a party of 
friends, entered the Executive Gallery 
and took seats in the front row. 

Representative Cooper of Wisconsin, 

who bolted the Republican cauct's last 
night, announced that he believed tht 
the Democratic party should select its 
representatives oa this committee. 
Rainey way .an able man, he said, but 
his attitude toward the administration 
and toward a relative of the Presi- 
dent made him not a proper man to le 
put on this committee. 
‘ Representative 
earnest speech favoring the election of 
Rainey and James, conciuding with a 
prediction of trouble ahead should the 
Republicans inaist on ignoring the 
Democratic caucus. 

Referring to Mr. McCall’s reason for 
asking to be excused, Mr. Clark declar- 
ed that If Mr. McCall's mining stock 
was no more valuable than in the mere 
fact that he owned it, it ought not to 
affect his judgmient. He defended Mr. 
Rainey, declaring that if he was a pro- 
nounced partisan the same charge could 
be brought against either the speaker or 
himeelf. . 

“Tr there is nothing wrong in the In- 
terior Department,” added Mr. Clark, 
“then neither Mr. James nor Mr. Rainey 
can find out that there is something 
wrong there, and if there is anything 
wrong 1« ought to be brought to the 
light of day. It does not make any 
difference whom it hurts.”

O’Hearn Testifies He Swung: 


Club Wildly When Crowd 
Closed In.

Patrolman James O’Hearn took the 
stand in his own behalf Thursday in 
his second degree murder trial before 
Judge Hitehcock for killing Ralph Col- 
lins, who was an electrician in a moving 
picture show at Union and Easton ave- 
nues. O’Hearn clubbed Collins Nov. 2 
and Collins died the next day. 

O’Hearn . testified that about 10:30 
o'clock’ on the hight of Nov. 2 he no- 
ti¢ead a crowd of young men congre- 
gated at the corner of Union and Easton 
avenues and as he approached them 
heard someone say: “Here comes that 
fresh copper.”’ O’Hearn says he ad- 
vanced straight on the group and or- 
dered them to move on. Then, O’Hearn 
testified, Collins stepped out from the 
crowd and said: 

“T'm waiting for a street car.” 

O’ Hearn said he told him to move on 
anyhow, and that Collins grew abusive. 
He said he put his left hand out to 
catch Collins by the shoulder, intending 
to arrest him, when Collins grabbed hiin 
by an arm and leg. 

O’Hearn testified that the crowd wis 
closing in on him and Collins when he 
swung his club, not aiming it at anyone 
in particular. It struck Collins, 
O’Hearn said, and Collins fell. The 
ethers drew back, O’Hearn said, but 
Collins arose and rushed at him with 
clenched fist. Then, O’Hearn told the 
court, he drew his club back to strike 


1Collins again when Collins cried, “lI 


quit.” 

“They got me into this and now 
they’ve run away,” O’Hearn said Col- 
lings remarked when he perceived that 
his companions had fled. 

The taking of testimony was finished 
Thursday. Police Sergt. Healy testified 
that when Collins was taken to the 
Page Boulevard Police Station he ex- 
cused himself for attacking O’Hearn on 
the ground that he had been drinking. 

Sergt. Healy testified that he was in 
the station house when O’Hearn 
brought in Collins. Healy said he heard 
the desk Sergeant ask O’Hearn if he 
thought the charge he was placing 
against Collins of interfering with an 
officer would stick. Healy testified that 
O’Hearn said it would, as Collins had 
grabbed him by the arm and leg. It 
was then, Healy testified, that Collins 
pleaded he had been drinking. Healy 
admitted he had contributed §2 to the 
defense fund for O'Hearn. 

Patrolman Goes to Aid. 

Patrolman Edward Baker testified 
that when he arrived at Usion and 
Easton avenues on the night of the 
clubbing, he saw a crowd closing in 
around O’Hearn.

Is Unnecessary. 


The conference of aero clubs sched- 
uled to be held here Jan. 29 promises to 
be the most important gathering of aero 
enthusiasts ever held in St. Louis. Ac- 
ceptances to the invitations sent out 
by the Aero Club of St. Louis are com- 
ing In rapidly. 

The aero clubs of Kansas City, Peoria, 
Indianapolis and Rochester have already 
acepted. The acceptance of the Denver 
Aero Club is expected within a day or 
two. WedGhesday Albert Bond Lambert, 
vice-president of the Aero Club of St. 
Louis, who has been placed in charge 
of the conference by President Dozier, 
who will be out of the city, sent a 
telegram to the Aero Club of America 
asking that the parent organization 
reach the Eastern aero clubs and have 
them send representatives. 

Planning to Arrange Schedule. 

“The object of the conference,” said 
Lambert to a Post-Dispatch ‘reporter 
Thursday, “is two-fold. We want to 
arrange the schedule of balloon and 
aeroplane tournaments for this year so 
that no dates will conflict, and we want 
to bring about a closer affiliation of all 
the clubs of the country. 

“St. Louis will undoubtedly get the 
international balloon race next fall. We 
have not yet found grounds here suit- 
able for the international aeroplane 
tournament, but we have several sites 
amply large enough for such a tourna- 
ment as they are now holding in Los 
Angeles.”’ 

The record- breaking aeroplane flights 
that have been made at Los Angeles 
over a course little larger than the avia- 
tion field in Forest Park have con- 
vinced aeronautioc experts that the dis- 
appointments of the St. Louis public in 
the Centennial aeroplane events in Oc- 
tober was reasonable.

Large Field Not Needed. 

At the meeting of the Aero Club of St. 
Louis held at the Mercantile Club Tues- 
day it was announced that no field suit- 
able for an international aviation meet 
could be had in or near St. Louis, and | 
that the only hope St. Louis had was to | 
get the international balloon race and 
then find & field where aeroplane exhibi- 
tions and races on a small scale could 
be held. 

In support of this contention one of 
the directors stated that the field at 
Rheims, France, was three miles long 
and two miles wide and that this was 
the only sort of a field that would serve 
for a successful aeroplane meet. 

Since the meeting a prominent mem- 
ber of the aero club said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: The trouble with 
those who are running the affairs of the 
aero club is that they are ignorant of 
what is being done in aviation. wefore 
the Rheims meet it was thought that 
a field as large as the Rheims field 
was necessary. 

Since that meet it has been demon- 
strated that not only is such large 
field not necessary, but that it unde- 
firable as the machines on so large a 
course frequently go out of sight. 

“There are several fields large enough 
in and around St. Louis for an interna- 
tional meet. It’s time that we should be 
geiting after them.”’

Makes Fine Landing. 

At 2:50 o’clock Paulhan again came in 
sight and at 3 o'clock he landed direct- 
ly in front of tne grand stand, He re- 
ceived congratulations and was taken 
through the narrow aisle of frantic peo- 
ple. so that all could get a good look 
at him. 

As he was in ah amiable mood he was 
besieged with pleag to take friends up. 
He returned to his machine and began. 
to make this part of the program. 

Lieut. Beex on his trip took dummy 
dynamite bombs\ to attempt to throw 
them from a height to a measured place 
on the ground. This was a test made 
for the benefit of the army. While 
Iieut. Beck was not successful in plac- 
ing the bombs within the square, they 
did not land far away, and it was dem- 
onstrated that the aeroplane could be 
used for such a purpose and that it was 
only a tnatter of practice to place *he 
bombs~where wanted. 


Takes Another Passenger. 
Paulhan’s last flight with Mr. Har- 
mon was not made.until 5 o’clock. Again 
he disappeared in the direction of the 
ocean, but he did not go to the shore. 
He returned after circling the fields in 
the west, an approximate distance of 
12 miles, made in a little more than 2 
minutes. 

The other aviators did not accom- 
plish much, Charles K. Hamilton made 
three starts in an attempt to lower 
Paulhan’s altitude record of 4156 feet. 
On his first flight Hamilton rose 455 
feet, on his second 300 feet, and on his 
third approximately 700 feet. Paulhan 
on the seashore exceeded this without } 
any effort at record-breaking. Hamil- 
ton’s machine was not working well 
enough to encourage him to go higher 
on the spiral pathway.

ECONOMISTS AGREE THAT 
BIG GOLD SUPPLY CAUSES 


ADVANCE IN FOOD PRICES 


VO distin guished economists, 
the West, in analyses written } 
that the present advance in 


br'the Ho he rg , agree 
ve cost of fiving 1s due to 


the increase in the world’s.stock. of -money, while the cost of pro- 
ducing necessities hag relatively increased. 

The economists, who are recognized as authorities in their 
field, are Joseph French Johnson, déan of the school of finance 
and commerce of the University of New York, and 4. P. 
Winston, professor of etononucs in W ashington University. 
Dr. Johnson adds that “exorbitant profits of middlemen” 1s 
partly responstble for higher retail prices of foodstuffs in cities.

RICES in general have increased 

~ since 1897, chiefly because the 
world’s stock of money has in- 
creased (gold coin increased about 50 
per cent in 10 years). The prices of 
food have risen especially because 
production has not kept pace with 
population.. For 70 years the produc- 


tion of meat-has declined relatively 


to population. 

Since 1900, while population has in- 
creased 2 per cent, the number of 
cattle in thé United States has ac- 
tually grown less, as pasture has 
been turned t6 other uses. The num- 
ber of hogs has in~the same time di- 
minished about 12 per cent. 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson's 
last report shows that in the last 
10 or 12 years beef bought by the 
trust: at Chicago went up in price 36 
per cent; carcasses sold by them in-. 
creased 19 
increased about 22 per cent to 1908, 
$3 per cent to 1909. The “trust” paid 
nearly or quite twice ‘as much for 
hogs, and the consumer pays cor- 
respondingly more. 

Potatoes, wheat, rye, buckwheat, 
tobacco, barley, cotton and hay 


‘brought in 19066 at the farms 980.9 per 
‘cent more than a dozen years before. 
‘Of course, at retail they must rise 


correspondingly. 
The obvious (but difficult) remedy 


is increased production from the soil. 


A. consolidation in the retail meat 
and. grocery lines would be 4 biess- 
ing. As Secretary Wilson remarks,

HE rise.in the prices of food- 
Hi f stuffs during the last 10 years 
has been caused by two cir 
cumstances. First, the great increase 
in the supply of gold, which has 
cheapened gold and brought an ad- 
vance of the prices, of all commod- 
ities; second, an increase in-the ac- 
tual cost of providing foodstuffs. 

The first cause will probably be 
operative for several years to come, 
for there is no reason for expecting 
any reduction on the world’s output 
of gold in the near future. The sup- 
plies of new gold being poured into 
the banks. of the world furnish a 
basis for a larger amount of credit 
and so brings about an increase in 
the buying demand for goods. 

A general though iregular upward 
movement of prices is inevitable and 
will continue until the increasing ex- 
pense of mining gold causes the 
, abando&ment of the poorer mines 
’ and a reduction of the output. 

The second cause is also likely to 
be operative in the future for as our 


“population increases we shall be 


obliged to cultivate poorer land or 
to employ more intensive and ex- 
pensive methods of cultivation on the 
land now in use. 


This will mean increasing costs” 


and higher prices of agricultural 
products and can be counteracted 
only by more economic and efficient 
farming,’ by inventions and improve- 
ments in machfnery and by lowered 
' costs of transportation. 

With respect to the ‘higher retail 
Prices of articles of food in our cit- 
les, a third cause may exist, name- 
ly: The exorbitant profits of mid- 
diemen. The truth with regard to 
this matter can be got at only by 
investigation. Personally, I doubt if 
the commission men and retail gro- 
cers of our large cities are any more 
srasping than were their predeces- 
sors Of 20 years ago.

The question 


‘COLD STORAGE. REGULATION, 
While we are on the subject of the high price 
‘of meat, let us not overlook its mainstay—the 
Cold Storage Trust. In the cold storage plant 
{s the essential instrument of the meat monop- 
oly. The development of cold storage facilities 
marks the rise of the prices of meats and eggs 
through monopoly control of the market. 

In two ways the abuse of cold storage injures 
the public. It enables the men who control the 
plants to corner the market and dole out eggs 
and meat at their own prices. It results in the 
sale and consumption of meat and eggs held in 
storage until they are unwholesome. 

As a means of guarding the public health as 
well as of protecting the public from monopoly 
oppression, Government inspection and regula- 
tion of cold storage is justified. Much of’ the 
material sold from cold storage plants does not go 
into interstate commerce, and therefore is not 
subject to Federal regulation either as to whole- 
someness or monopoly. The states must pro- 
tect their citizens from over-stored materia] and 
from methods which subject them ‘to oppression. 

Every cold storage plant should be inspected 
at regular intervals and the material held: until 
it is unwholesome condemned. There may be 
value in City Attorney Anderson’s suggestion of 
a law prohibiting the sale of food stored beyond 
a reasonable period. The effect of a law of 
this kind would be to force the marketing of all 
stored foodstuffs within a reasonable time. Reg- 
ulation is undoubtedly necessary as a measure 
of protection for the public health and the pub- 


lic interest. 
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The President has decreed that the party must 
carry out its pledges.

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SCARED LID CLUBS. 

An early result of the new movement against 
the lid clubs is the voluntary closing of several of 
them. The threat of prosecution was effective to 
stifle the trade ambitions of thdse whom the 
possible outcome presented disa ble aspects. 

If such a little effort has had such an instant 
effect, hope for larger results may be entertained. 
The lid clubs seem to be not more the product of 
a desire to gain by violating the law than of 
official indifference to its enforcement. 

A spasmedic campaign will not, however, extir- 
pate these illegal resorts. New ones will replace 
the old. -The temptation to illicit gain is per- 
petual. Police efforts must also be perpetual. 
But we have present proof of the beneficial re- 
sults from a simple determinatiox to enforce the 
aw.

As O’Brien once cut Kaufmann to rib- 
bons, the result of Wednesday's battle 
is significant of the waning of the Phila- 
delphian. 


Philadelphia Jack is unique. He af- 
fords interesting contrasts in himself. 
For instance, although he is a self-con- 
fessed faker and has performed every 
pugilistic evolution from “laying down” 
to “‘double-crossing,” he has never ut- 
terly lost his popularity. He was fight- 
ing again only a few weeks after he 
made the revelations that followed his 
fiasco with Tommy Burns. 

Then again, although never a strict- 
ly first rater, he has had something 
of a championship glamor about his ca- 
reer—enough to make him a possible 
factor. 

Again, although a pugilist, he failed 
to follow the usual spendthrift trend of 
his tribé and has instead been a money- 
maker. 

He has even demonstrated that busi- 
ness and pugilism are by no means an 
incongruous association of human ac- 
complishments. At one and, the same 
time O’Brien has been a fighter, law- 
yer and real estate dealer. 

He Got Away With It. 

HAT the taint of cheating has 
- never clung to O’Brien is due 

doubtless to his personality, 
which is magnetic and winsome. In 
him the “arrangements” of fights for 
the mutual benefit of all concerned 
seemed merely, in the language of a 
celebrated lawyer, a ‘conventional’ 
crime. Long before he confessed his 


‘ghortcomings ring men knew of them, 


but he did not lose caste. Only one oth- 
er fighter of note has ever been able to 
get away with this sort of deal and he 
had a much greater excuse than O’Brien

O’Brien says he is not yet through 
with the game. If he isn’t he should 
be. Any man once as clever and fast 
as he who is unable to stab an opponent 
like Kaufmann into defeat in six rounds 
on points, is ready for the drop. 

When he does wind up his activities 
he can say with some pride that he ob- 
tained more reputation as a fighter with 
less actual attainment than any boxer 
in ring history was able to get away 
with, 

In all O’Brien’s career there is little 
that even brings him close in ability to 
such fighting machines as Jeffries, 
Johnson, Fitzsimmons, Corbett or even 
Sharkey. 

He merely had one fine top-piece and 
knew how to keep himself from being 
shown up. 

That’s about all we can think of as 
being due to Caesar. 


Quit Your Kidding, Griff. 
UGGINS for Beebe? Well, Mr. 
Griffith, aren't you ashamed of 
yourself.

Her mental mal- 
ady is believed to have been caused 
chiefly by the recent serious iliness of 
her mother. 

Wanted to Be With Family. 
Her return from the sdntarium was 
prompted by her desire to be with her 
husband and three children, as her home 
life had “been of the happiest. Mrs. 
Bradley, who was 37 years old, was un- 
able to bear the absence from her fam- 
‘lily, and when she came home it was 
decided to continue the treatment there, 
and a nurse was employed.
